Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on September 7, 201 1 has been entered. Claims 1 
and 10 have been amended. Thus, claims 1 and 5-15 are still pending in this 
application, with claims 1 and 10 being independent. Claims 1 and 5-15 are 
allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The closest prior art of record, MACHIDA ET AL. (US 2001/0026290) and/or 
YOSHINO ET AL. (US 4,944,031 ), fails to teach, or render obvious, alone or in 
combination the method(s) and/or apparatus of independent claims 1 and 10. More 
specifically, the prior art of record does not teach a display device including a display 
control means for displaying notifying information indicating to what degree 
conditions remain to be set, wherein the notifying information includes the number of 
conditions which have not yet been set, the number of conditions corresponding to 
input buttons for setting conditions, and wherein a numeral indicating the number of 
conditions which have not yet been set is displayed in a dedicated display field of the 
display control means, and wherein performance of the process is started when the 
number of conditions which have not yet been set reaches 0 (claim 1) or information 
for prompting an operation for starting performance of the process is provided when 
the number of conditions which have not been set reaches 0 (claim 10). 

4. Claims 5-9 depend from claim 1 and claims 11-15 depend from claim 1 0. The 
dependent claims are allowable by virtue of their dependency on allowable 
independent base claims 1 and 10.
